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Stalingrad Was Climax of 
War, and Battle of Berlin 
Probably Is the Bitter End

Just as the bloody battle of Stal- 
ingrad was the turning point of the 
European war — since this 
was 
where Hitler broke his back — so 
is the terrible battle of Berlin the 
clirrtax which is rushing us to the 
end ol Nazidom. 
The fall of the German capital 


*— .and junction of the Russians and 
the Western Allies 
after fighting 
their way from the extremes of the 
European continent — will com- 
plete the breaking up of an enemy 
army which not so long ago was 
the mightiest war machine 
ever 
sent into action. The remnants will 
be sent spinning into more or less 
isolated pockets of resistance, and 
this will mark the real beginning of 
the last-ditch 
guerrilla 
warfare 
which Hitler has ordered. 
We should note that up to now, 
while organized Hitlerite resistance 
has been knocked out on the west- 
ern front, the Germans have man- 
aged to maintain a powerful battle- 
line against the Muscovites. 
The 
present numerical strength of the 
Nazis 'in the east is a matter of 
speculation, but there may be up- 
wards of a million men still strug- 
gling against the Red flood. Once 
the tenuous cohesion of these Ger- 
man armies is broken, they will be 
in" the same straits as their com- 
rades of the west. 
•The Nazi dictator himself finally 
has admitted that his armies on the 
western front no longer are capable 
of organized resistance and, in an 
order of the day, has commanded 
them to adopt guerrilla tactics, that 
is to'.say, to harrass the Allies by 
hitting- and running. The civilian 
underground organization is a part 
of this scheme of operation. This 
order ;will be made to apply also to 
eastern Germany with the dissolu- 
tion of the Nazi battle-line there. 
Berlin1 is tottering to its doom. 
Red forces are ripping at the very 
vitals"of this greatest city ever to 
;come under siege, and one-sixth of 
the sprawling metropolis already is 
hi their hands. Berlin is more than 
half surrounded by a 
cordon of 
steel, and Russian artillery is pour- 
Ing death and destruction into this 
city which ranks fourth in size for 
the whole world, being surpassed 
only by London, New York 
and 


Tokyo. „ 
Dispatches say that 3,000,000 peo- 
ple still 'remain within the stricken 
city. Potentially it's a slaughter- 
house. The extent of the carnage 
depends on how long the fanatical 
Nazi troops can hold the civilian 
population in line while, as a radio 
message from the capital says: 
"They are blasting us hellishly." 
Should the senseless resistance 
compel the attacking forces to de- 
stroy Berlin, it's a fair guess that 
this will be quite all right with most 
Allied peoples, whose nerves are 
mighty raw from the reports of the 
awful German atrocities. A Berlin 
leveled to the ground 
and 
filled 


With Hitlerite dead would be a co- 
gent reminder to what's left of the 
Reich that crime doesn't pay. Let's 
hope the German radio report that 
Hitler is, in the! capital is true! 
? Despite the triumpiiant progress 
of the Allies on all fronts, there's 
no disposition on the part of the 
high

to 
minimize 
the prospects of hard fighting 
which ^will be necessary to clean 
out the widely distributed enemy

I con- 
fided to Ihe president a bit of un- 
easiness. 


"You know," Mr. Roosevelt said, 
"every time I make a speech I'm 
nervous — until I gel inlo it. Once 
you get 
slarled, 
you'll 
be 
all 


right." 
He was entirely cprrect. 
His ability to put his relationship 


with the people on a personal basis 
may be attributed partly to Ihe 
miracle of radio, developed in his 
time. 
His love of Iravel — he covered 


354,164 miles as president — was 
a faclor, loo. 


He came from blue - b l o o d e d 
Dutch aristocracy, but no 
other 
president mingled so freely among 
ordinary men 
and 
women. 
He 
didn't talk down to 
people.; He 
spoke to them on their own levels, 
in phrases they could understand, 
about things that interested them. 
No one came into his presence, 


even his polilical enemies, -\yilhoul 
feeling Ihe magnetism of his per- 
sonality. They were drawn to Roo- 
sevelt the man, much as 
they 
might disagree with Rbosevell the 
president. 
Yet there were some who haled 
him Ihoroughly, and il is true that 
elements of stubbornness, 
some- 
limes vindicliveness and ruthless- 
ness, streaked his character. His
